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HEAVY PENSIONS 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, veteran pension 
, omoter, now has a new goal for his old-age 
J tensions. He is quoted as saying at Boston, 
in an address at Taneuil Hall, that federal 
pensions of $200 a month should he paid not 
merely to {tropic past WF but to all who are 
ox er 18 years old. 
The proposal would have interested Daniel 
Webster, the famous orator whose eloquence 
used to resound in that hall. But it doesn’t 
seem likely that he would agree with the 
elderly doctor-economist-politician. 
Webster, if he could come out of the 
shadows and speak another piece, might 
want to know where all the money was com­ 
ing I rom to pay $2,400 a year to everybody 
past middle life. Especially with people living 
so much lunger now than they used to, so 
that we may soon have more old people than 
young people. And pension-group explana­ 
tions might not satisfy him. 
He might point out, too. that our period 
ol education for the young grows steadily 
longer, while the retirement age for the old 
grows shorter. And so, caught between the 
two extremes, the fraction of population be­ 
tween 25 and 48 may soon be supporting all 
the others at both ends, besides earning their 
own living. That will be quite a load. 


FOREST FIRE FORESIGHT 
The use of weather forecasts in the pre­ 
vention of forest fires is a scheme now fol­ 
lowed in some places with considerable suc­ 
c e ss. 
In Rhode Island, for example, wind 
velocity and the amount of dampness in the 
forests are carefully checked and reported 
daily to the weather bureau at Boston. 
The weather bureau then sends out w arn­ 
ings if it is a day of great lire hazard. Instead 
of waiting for a blazing fire to be discovered 
and then sending crews to stop it, thr CCC 
groups engaged in forestry get busy at once. 
All leaves arr canceled. Two fire crews are 
stationed at each camp and other crews arc 
held, fully equipped, within ten minutes’ dis­ 
tance of their I>ase. Patrols Keep watch and 
any little fire that is started anywhere ii 
usually found and put out before it makes 
headway. 
The weather bureau has a number of clas­ 
sifications for days with varying degrees of 
fire hazard, and measures adapted to the 
need are followed in each case State patrols 
and the Timber Salvage Association cooper­ 
ate with the CCC in this

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SURPLUS TURKEYS 
The headline, “Needy May Eat Turkey," 
suggests Man** Antoinette s “Let them eat 
cake, ’ but the news beneath does not seem 
quite so impractical. 
Last year the United States had the larg­ 
est turkey crop in its history and, in spite of 
two Thanksgivings in many families, there 
are still enough turkey* on hand to interest 
the Federal Surplus Commodity Corporation. 
The idea now is to study the situation and. 
if it seems advisable, to add turkeys to the 
list of foodstuffs distributed by the FSCC for 
the benefit ot growers and needy consumers. 
No doubt many people who not only don’t 
have turkey on Thanksgiving Day, hut don't 
even have any sort of feast, will be eager to 
share the surplus crop. It will not help much, 
however, to give large turkeys to people 
without facilities for roasting them or with 
other handicaps to their full enjoyment. 
There have been stones of commodities 
distributed with more speed than sense. The 
result was waste of the foodstuffs rather 
than nourishment of the hungry. If such 
stories were true, the lesson should have 
been learned by now and similar mistakes 
avoided. 


MORAL DISASTER 
Strategically, the British abandonment of 
nearly all Norway, after a losing effort to 
hold it, may not be very important in a war 
of such growing scope and changing charac­ 
ter. But morally it is disastrous. 
It is very bad for British morale, and still 
worse for the morale of the small neutrals 
th at have looked to Britain for support.

der observation and treatm en t until the seizures are 
completely and convincingly controlled A period of 
a year afte r the last seizure is the tim e considered 
necessary to feel sure th at seizures can be con­ 
trolled Then if the patient is active, a le rt willing 
to follow all the directions he has learned in the in­ 
stitution. he is allowed out on probation for three 
months, and discharged if his m onthly reports arr 
vatisfHctorv The phvsician and the fam ily are given 
an outline*of the treatm en t the patient must fol­ 
low .'

W ashington, May 9 — W bather 
the m ajority members of the Su­ 
prem e C ourt of the United States 
by their 5 to 2 vote in the oil 
cases this week realized the con­ 
sequences of their decision may 
well be doubted, but any business 
man who gets a request from * 
governm ental departm ent to do 
something constructive in conjunc­ 
tion w ith competitors in his indus­ 
try will now be justified in turn­ 
ing a deaf car to all such requests. 
Perhaps hereafter the depart­ 
m ent of state will find itself em ­ 
barrassed when it asks oil pro­ 
ducers to refrain from sending 
abroad gasoline for the use of Rus­ 
sian or Japanese airplanes.

LONDON —For more than half a 
century a atone axhead, buried in a 
4 OOO year-old animal skull, ha* bean 
accepted by visitors to the Sedgw ick 
museum at Cambridge as evidence 
of a prehistoric battle to the death. 
But now Maj. Gordon Fowler, re­ 
search worker, declares that scien­ 
tists, students, lecturers and th* 
public have been duped by a prac­ 
tical joker. While both axhead and

Doodling — drawing without any 
plan—ha* a definite value in the 
treatment of mental cases and helps 
relieve mental tension, in the opin­ 
ion of Dr. Purcell G. Shube, assist­ 
ant superintendent at Boston State 
hospital. 
Since 1934 mental patients at the 
hospital have been allowed to draw 
—in fact, are encouraged to draw— 
and the results show that "active 
patients become quieter, more con­ 
trolled and reasonable, and the re­ 
strained 
patients 
are 
less 
de­ 
pressed.” 
The treatment, Dr. Shube says. 
is of no value to artists, however. 
“It can be used as a therapeutic 
medium only when it represents an 
unused potentiality . . .” 
More than 6.000 "doodles” have 
been collected at the hospital and 
have been classified into the work of 
restrained mental cases and the 
work of the active insane. 
Each type of patient has definite 
qualities in the work done and. by 
analyzing these. Dr Shube believes 
he can tell whither artists were 
sane when they painted pictures for 
museums. 
Study cf the modern artists has 
led him to believe that many of the 
artists were insane. And when sur­ 
realists are mentioned, Shube re­ 
marks: 
"If I had a patient who produced 
that work, I would say without hes­ 
itation that he was suffering from 
dementia praecox or psycho-neuro­ 
sis.”

Is Now a ‘Ghost Town* 
Speeding tourists crossing a high 
steel bridge over the Alabama river 
on the highway that cuts through 
that state, slow down to admire the 
brilliant cascade of green foliage 
which in season covers the massive 
eastern bluff. Then they speed on, 
little real.zing that on this bluff was 
once situated Claiborne, a pictur­ 
esque and flourishing city, the un­ 
official capital of Alabama in its 
prime. 
There Chief William Weatherford. 
whose Creek Indians slaughtered 
the whites at Fort Mims in Airier- 
ica's greatest massacre in 1813, 
leaped for his life with Gen. An­ 
drew Jackson close on h.s heels, ac­ 
cording to a writer in the Birming­ 
ham News-Agc-Herald. 
There the 
cotton crop of a vast area in south­ 
west Alabama was tumbled down 
the bluff to wait boats which took 
the bales to Mobile. There Pioneer 
Sam Dale often visited and General 
Lafayette was feted. 
But passing years, 
the yellow 
fever and the coming of the rail­ 
roads spelled Claiborne's doom. To­ 
day Claiborne is a forest, a few 
small farms and buildings, historic 
graveyards. 
But even ss a ghost 
it is still an incorporated Alabama 
municipality. The tourist zooms by 
without seeing the beautiful Dellett 
mansion, sole remainder of many 
fine houses built when Claiborne 
was bustling. Fires and decay have 
gotten the rest.

Weather Dope 


Week-iii-Advanco Senrice 
Sought by Bureau in 
New Technique. 


WASHINGTON —Weathermen are 
corking out • new technique which 
iray give accurate forecasts of sun, 
wind and rain a week in advance. 
Then farmers, industrialists, va­ 
cation ists and ethers who m ust Ag­ 
ue* on the weather could plan to 
escape or minimize the hazards of 
the elements. Present forecasts cov- 
cr a 38-hour period. 
The successful development of 


l o n g - r a n g e forecasts was a goal aet 
bv President Roosevelt when 
in 
1938. he appointed F. W. Reichel- 
rtfrfrr, on# of the navy's outstand- 
m meteorologists, as chief of the 
weather bureau. 
The value of such (long-range) 
f et asts to agriculture and industry 
ald be inestimably large, proba­ 
bly running into millioni of dollars 
annually,” Reichelderfer said.

said many industries, air lines, wa­ 
ter-power plants and commodity 
traders aeek to All the gap now by 
employing their own meteorologists 
*r by subscribing to private weather 
forecasting services. 
AM Ie Industry. 
With advance knowledge supplied 
by lorg-range forecasts, power com­ 
panies, for example, could better 
utilize run-off water to operate their 
generators; electric light companies 
would be able to spot emergency 
crews 
rn 
areas 
of 
anticipated 
storms; grain traders, tipped on 
whether to expect short or bumper 
crops, could decide whether to buy 
or sell with a greater feeling of 
safety, and farmers, few of whom 
are financially able to buy private 
forecasts, could better gauge their

City folks could plan week-end 
trips to the country or to the sea­ 
shore without having those plans up­ 
set at the last m inute by an un­ 
happy and unforeseen change in the 
weather 
Longer-range forecasts would give 
millions living in river valleys m ore 
tim* to prepare for floods. 
They 
also would increase the effectiveness 
of the bureau’s special frost-wam* 
mg service in the citrus fruit and 
truck farm ing areas of the South 
and the Facific coast by giving 
growers more time to place sm udge 
■nd other heating apparatus in or­ 
chards and to gather fru it which 
might otherwise be frozen. 


Accuracy la Expected. 
lf private meteorologists are able 
to make forecasts for several days 
in advance, why doesn’t the w eather 
bureau provide such service for the 
general public? 
It is possible, he said, for pri- 
late agencies to make forecasts far­ 
ther into the future than the bureau 
*ven at the risk of errors without 
being subjected to the criticism that 
would befall the w eather bureau 
when it went wrong. 
"People naturally expect reports 
put out by their governm ent to be 
accurate," he said. 
"Thus the re­ 
sponsibility of the w eather bureau 
is much greater than that of others 
who might engage in forecasting." 
A system now bewig developed for 
expressing the atm ospheric pressure 
of the North A m erican continent in 
terms of an index m ay m ake pres­ 
ent methods sufficiently accurate to 
permit longer forecasts by the bu­ 
reau. 
Research workers have found •

trend of this pressure index and the 
resultant w eather patterns over the 
entire North American hem isphere.

Sivm Cath for Miners 
The *mall m iner and desert pfes 
pector who form erly had to pay as 
much as SKX) a ton for analysis of 
ore sample* now can obtain the 
same service for aa little as $2 50 
by usa of spectroscopic equipment 
similar to that installed at the Uni­ 
versity of Arizona. 
Although th* newer method costs 
but a fraction of the former outlay, 
the results are just as accurate, 
never varying m ore than 5 per cent 
as to quantity content. 
University 
engineers say that some elements, 
hard to iaolate by chemical proc­ 
esses. could be Identified easily by 
the use of spectroscope. 
The basic principle of the spectro­ 
scope is that each chemical ele­ 
ment. when burned, has a charac­ 
teristic color, dependent on the fre­ 
quency of the light emanated. This 
light is concentrated on a prism of 
glass. 
As the light strikes the 
pyramidal-shaped glass, It is bent 
and separated into its various col­ 
ors, each color representing a spe­ 
cific element. 
By comparing the 
colors with a prepared chart, the 
nature of the ore content can be 
learned. 
This 
spectroscopic method 
re­ 
quires only a few hours to complete, 
wheres* the older chemical system 
necessitated as 
long as several 
weeks to assay ore. 
Gold may be identified with a 
spectroscope only if the orc runs 
about three ounces to a ton. Plati­ 
num metals, such as iridium, os­ 
mium. palladium, platinum, rho­ 
dium and rethemum, must be run 
about two and a half ounces be­ 
fore they can be recognized. 
Presence of numerous commoner 
and more economically important 
minerals can be determined easily 
by the spectroscopic method. These 
metals include:

H as ‘R o m an tic’ H istory 
It s just potatoes and gravy en 
a million dinner tables the world 
around, but the story of the Id*ho 
Russet s discovery and development 
is as romantic as tha* of a scientific 
invention. 
It was in 1M4 when the first set­ 
tlers entered the Egin bench of east­ 
ern Idaho that far-sighted farmers 
sought a product for the volcanic 
soil, a pioneer woman related re­ 
cently in Boise, the state capital. 
The woman, who prefers to be 
known only as Mrs. “F. M. W.,** 
was the daughter of one of the first 
settlers. 
Mrs. W. told of entering the Up­ 
per Snake river country while In­ 
dians still roamed the prairies. "At 
that time," she said, "we were rais­ 
ing the Early Roac, Early Ohio and 
a few Goodrich potatoes which, aW 
though they produced well, would 
not keep." 
Faced 
w:th 
an 
unmarketable 
product, her brother vowed he was 
"going to find something to make 
a good crop—one that would stay 
without a flaxv." 
In the course of 
events a new family came to the 
community. 
They were Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles R. Barnes and chil­ 
dren. 
Barnes brought a new potato 
which he called the English Rus­ 
set. 
The brother heard about the new 
potato 
and 
went to see 
if 
he 
could buy a few for seed. Barnes 
shrugged his shoulders and said he 
didn t know if there was a peck 
in the whole pit that would grow. 
But Mrs. W. and her brother sort­ 
ed through the xvnole pit. 
When 
finished they had a peck and a half. 
Barnes gave them the entire lot for 
their efforts. 
The next day they planted most 
of them in part of a IO acre plot, 
after cating a few. 
The potatoes seemed particularly 
suited to the volcanic ash soil and 
the eastern Idaho climate. 
With.n 
two years, the family which had 
grubbed the seeds from an appar­ 
ently worthless heap had enough to 
plant all their land and sell to 
neighbors. 
It was from this meager begin­ 
ning, Mrs. "E. M. W.” sa d. that 
Idaho's

potato 
industry 
sprang.

N Y —Now is the time 
for home vegetable gardeners to 
think of last year s mistake and 
to plan to avoid them this year, 
says Professor C. B. Raymond of 
the department of vegetable crops 
at Cornell University. 
One thing that gardeners may 
forget, he points out. is that soil 
must be fertile for crops to grow 
rapidly and to produce well. 
"Unlike the farm field, the gar­
